The Woy the Tiny Insects Live and 

How They Are Gathered, 
Merry millions of little huglets sup 
port the yast cochineal {ndustries, 
Where the tiny cochineal insect comes 
from is something of a mystery, but 
he does come wherever the nopal plant 
grows and for a long time was thought 
fo be a seed or a floweret of the plant. 
The living female insect Is twice as 
large as the mate, weighs one-tenth of 
f grain and Joses much weight in dry- 
ing, so that 70,COO0 are needed to make 
one pound. During the rainy season 
many millions of the ereatures are 
drowned or washed off the plants, so 
that when the long dry summer comes 
there are but a few survivors on each 
plant, 3ut these multiply so rapidly 
that before long the plants are coyver- 
ed. ‘The last act of the female's life is 
to deposit a large number of eggs, on 
which her dead body rests, protecting 
them from the burning rays of the sun 
until the little ones emerge. In about 
sIx weeks after the beginning of the 
dry season comes the first harvest. 
The plantation ~ laborers make the 
round of the’ nopalry and with a brush 
go over the entire plant, sweeping the 
creatures into a bag, ‘They then are 
killed by Immersion in hot water, by 
-exposure to steam or by drying in hot 
ovens. The hot water or steam makes 
them a dark reddish broyn or black 
cochineal, Lhe hot oveus make them 
a ved gray hue or Silyef cochineal. The 
females outnumber/the males by at 
least 200 to 1, a fsrtunate fact for the 
}Wanter, since the males are of no use 
to him whatever.

Tribeu of Blue Hyed Indians, 

Red haired negroes are searce enough, 
but an equally curious freak of nature 
is seen in the Griegos Indians, near the 
City of Mexico, They are light com 
plexioned, and the majority have blue 
eyes and light hair. They dress prin- 
cipally in two shades of blue, and their 
clothing is good and well made and 
generally ornamented with the bead 
and silk embroidery of which Indians 
are so fond, ‘Their houses are better 
built and furnished than usual 
among Indians, and many have pianos 
and other musical instruments, upon 
which they play with considerable skill, 
These Griegos haye no commercial or 
social connections with other tribes, 
holding aloof from eyen those who live 
at the base of the mountain on which 
the -village is situated. They raise 
their own food, do their own manu- 
facturing, have their own schools, 
churehes and social institutions and 
seldom or never marry outside their 
own tribe, There is said to be another 
tribe of blue eyed, fair haired Indians, 
who have the appearance of Germans, 
living in the Sierra Madre mountains 
in the state of Durango,

Lather For Shaving. 

It is commonly assumed that soap is 
used in shaving for the purpose of sof- 
tening the hairs. This, however, it 
seems, is a mistake, It is used, on 
the contrary, to render them hard, dry, 
stiff and brittle, in which condition 
they best yield to the blade. Hair be- 
ing naturally oily, the razor would 
either slip over the limp hair without 
cutting it, or entering about half way 
bend the hair back and slice it length- 
wise, all the while straining it most 


painfully at the root, and as a razor 


would thus slice and pull probably a 
number of hairs at once the pain pro- 
duced would be intense. Most shay- 
ing soap contains a free alkali, either 
potash or soda, which combines with 
and so removes the oil of the hair, 
leaving only the hard fiber, dry and 
stiff, as may be seen by taking a solu- 
tion of carbonate of soda and dipping 
a single hair into it. 


The Deep Sea Lead. 

In order to find a ship’s position 
when approaching the land in a fog 
soundings are taken with the “deep sea 
lead.” This lead weighs twenty-eight 
pounds and is attached to a line which 
is marked off in fathoms by bunting of 
various colors, pieces of feather and 
Imots. Bored in the base of the lead 
is a hole about two inches deep, and 
this is filled with tallow, so that the 
grayel or shells at the ocean bottom 
will adhere to it, and the nature of the 
bed may be thus ascertained. When 
the lead is thrown overboard the wa- 
ter’s depth is noteti on the line, and 
this and the adherence to the tallow 
when compared with the description 
given on the chart will give the ship’s 
position with tolerable accuracy, 


The Famous Mamelukes,. 

The mamelukes were a body of sol- 
diers who ruled Egypt for several hun- 
dred years. Their name is derived 
from an Arab word which means slave, 
and they were originally captives from 
Caucasian countries. In the middle of 
the thirteenth century they were intro- 
duced into Egypt as the sultan’s body- 
guard, but upon the accession of Turan 
Shah, whom they hated, they over- 
threw him and elected one of them- 
selves in his place. For nearly 300 
years they held the power thus usurp- 
ed, and even when compelled to resign 
it they had much influence in Hgypt. 
In 1811 nearly all the mamelukes were 
massacred by Mohammed Ali, and 
those who then escaped to Nubia were 
destroyed in 1820. 


The Pillars of Hercules, 

The “Pillars of Hercules” was the 
name anciently given to the mountains 
of Calpe and Abyla, standing opposite 
to each other, the one on the Huropean 
and the other on the African shore of 
the strait which connects the Mediter- 
ranean sea with the Atlantic ocean. 
The mountains are now called the 
Rock of Gibraltar and Jebel Zatant. 
The word Gibraltar, which is at pres- 
ent also applied to the strait, was 
originally “Jebel Taric,” or “Mountain 
of Taric,” Taric being the name of the 
leader of the first Mohammedan band 
which crossed at that point over into 
Spain in the year A. D. 710.

nf Gold in Madoc Township 


Not since the discovery in 1866 of the 
famous Richardson mine in the town- 
ship of Madoc, which led to a mad rush 
to the new 1 Dorado, has there been 
so much excitement over any find in 
the Hastings mining region as there 
now is in Madoc village over the discoy- 
ery of a phenomenally vich of 
pold-benaring rock, about miles 
north of Madoe village, 

The find was made by Mr, &, B, 
Davis, an old and experienced miner, 
who has been connected with the min- 
ing industry for many years, 

A sample, about ten pounds in weight, 
of the vein matter was taken to Belle-j 
ville by Mr. John I’, Cockram,’ of Ma- 
doc village, and was closely inspected 
by My. Ernest Iraleck, M, E., and 
others, and was pronounced the richest 
sample of gold bearing rock that has 
been secon there since the Richardson, 

The sample consists of mulky quartz, 
dolomite and black country rock. It 
is literally studded with gold, which 
shows in specks of varying size in the 
dolomite as wellasinthequartz, Such 
ore would yield several thousands of 
dollars to the ton, ; 

Particulars as to the exact location o 
the mine, the width of the vein and the 
depth of the shaft could not be’ ascer- 
tained, but these details will no doubt 
be forthcoming in due time.

To change the 
metaphor, the advocates of compulsory 
voting are trying to reap the fruits of 
intelligent public interest before they 
have sown the seed or planted the tree. 
Tf a man is indifferent about public 
affairs and the interests of his country. 
swhat good purpose is served by making 
him walk into a polling hooth, make & 
exoss on a piece of paper, and drop it 
into a box? It is precisely the same 
‘as if you were to compel an irrreligious 
man to fall on his knees with a body of 
devout worshippers, or a disloyal man 
to salute the flag of his country or re- 
move his hat when the national anthen’ 
is sung. In these cases you would be 
accepting the form ofloyalty, of religion, 
of public spirit, in place of the substance.

~ interest. Newspapers, ministers of the 
Crown, members of Parliament. public- 
spirited citizens. must, by their actions 
apd their words, seck to dispel apathy | 
and arouse interest.

A STUDY IN MILEAGE, 


Almost Every Country Has a Stand- 

" _ ard of Its Own. 

English speaking countries have four 
different miles—the ordinary mile of 
5,280 feet and the geographical or nau- 
tical mile of 6,085, making a differ- 
ence of about one-seventh between the 
two; then there is the Scotch mile of 
5,928 feet-and the Irish mile of 6,720 
feet—four various milés, every one of 
which is still {n use. 

Then almost every country has its 
own standard mile. The Romans had 
their mille passuum, 1,000 paces, which 
must have been about 8,000 feet in 
length unless we,ascribe .to Caesar’s 
legionaries .great stepping eapacity. 
The German mile of today is 24,318 
‘feet in length, more than four anda 
half times as long as our mile. 

The Dutch, the Danes and the Prus- 
sians enjoy a mile that is 18,440 feet 
long, three and a half times the length 
of ours, and the Swiss get more exer- 
cise in walking one of their miles than 
we get in walking five miles, for their 
9,153 yards long, while ours is 
only 1,760 yards. The Italian mile is 
only a few feet longer than ours; the 
Roman mile is shorter, while the Tus- 
ean and the Turkish miles are 150 
yards longer. The Swedish mile is six 
and a half times and the Vienna post 
mile is four and a half times the 
length of the English mile. 
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Wonderful Monastery. 

At Solovetsk, in the Russian goyern- 
ment of Archangel, is the most remark- 
able monastery in the world, The mon- 
astery of Solovetsk is‘inclosed on ey- 
ery side by a wall of granite bowlders 
which teasures nearly a mile’ in’ cir 
cumferen¢e. ‘The monastery itself 1s 
very stromgly fortified, being support- 
ed by round and square towers about 
thirty feet in height, with walls twenty 
feet in thickness. The monastery con- 
sists in reality of six churches, which 
are completely filled with statues of 
all kinds and precious stones, ; 
the walls and the towers surrounding. 
these churches are mounted huge guns, 
which in the time-of the Crimean war 
were directed against the British White 
sea squadron.

If he is 
satisfied with a three-thousand pound 
cow, if he does not feed heavily enough 
to enable his cows to keep up to their 
maximum production, if they are not 
kept up in winter so as to do their best 
‘during the following summer, how can 
his returns be satisfactory or competi- 
tion be met? One of the chief reasons 
why dairies did not improve faster was 
that heifers were retained from unprofit- 
able as well as profitable cows, and 
through deficient feeding their develop- 
ment was retarded. 
CARE OF MILK, 

Speaking of the care of milk, Prof. 
Dean stated that the flavor of tobacco 
~was readily absorbed by milk, and he 
would rather pay a higher salary toa 
man who did not use it. Milk should 
de cooled immediately after being drawn 
and if only it were produced under the 
best conditions the price would be high- 
er and higher. In its pure state it was 
the best of food, and instead of adver- 
tising to the world that our dairies are 
not clean nor our methods the best each 
should set about remedying the defects 
found present upon his own farm, It 
was well to be well posted along many 
lines, but thoroughness was essential in 
the special branch which it was pro- 
posed to follow.

THE POULTRY YARD, 


No animals on the farm are more alert 
in the niorning and more anxious to 
tise early than the poultry, writes a 
ecrrespondent, When kept in dirty and 
evil-smelling houses it may be their in- 
Stinct for self-preservation makes then 
anxious to get into the open air, but 
they have also a keen interest that the 
early worms and olher til-bits of which 
{hey are most fond are not available 
long afler sunrise. The desire for the 
open-air and the natural foods of the 
early morning induce the desire of 
early rising summer and winter. Those 
who keep their fowls shut up till long 
after the sun is up, or probably seven 
cr eight o'clock, deny them much that 
ts of the highest benefit to them, In 
{he surnmer season {t is a good plan 
to allow an outlet to remain open all 
night that the fowls can have liberty ut 
daylight, unless vermin prohibits this, 
hut in winler condilions are altogether 
different, and must be met accordingly. 
The early mornings, a8 & rule, are mug- 
@> and chilly. To Jet the fowls out from 
a warm night-house into such an almos- 
plere is very trying for them, There 
are few grubs. to induce activity, and 
they only mope about longing for thoir 
warm breakfast, and if not kept in till 
tho temperature rises and thelr comfort- 
ing and sustaining breakfast supplied 
at once they will be in a very unsatis- 
factory slate and not lay to pay their 
way and leave profit. 

To add to their comfort the interior 
of their home ‘Should be , invariably 
clean and sweet, In such an atinos- 
phere. they will never experience any 
setbacks if detained in it until the open 


air has lost its early morning rawness. |

; Frankincense. 
Frankincense is the purest-of all in- 


' cense. It is a gum resin from an Ara- 
bian terebinth. To obtain this a deep 
incision is made in the trunk and be- 


low it a narrow strip of bark peeled 
off. When the exudation has harden- 
ed, the incision is deepened. In about 
three months the resin has acquired a 
sufficient degree of consistency. It is 
gathered in large quantities and pack- 
ed in goatskins. It was formerly be- 
lieved that the trees which yielded 
frankincense were infested by winged 
serpents, and the only way to be rid 
of them and to get at the treasure was 
by burning gum styrax, an odorifer- 
ous balsam of aromatic smell. Frank- 
incense was forbidden to be used for 
embalming, as it was sacred to sacrl- 
ficlal purposes. ‘The Israelites were 
strictly prohibited from compounding 
it. Now it is used largely in Roman 
Catholic and high church ceremonies. 


The Lay of the Hen, 

Investigation of the capacity of hens 
to lay eggs results in the discovery 
that the egg production of hens de- 
creases considerably after the age of 
four years. Thus a hen lays at the 
age of one year about 20 eggs; at the 
age of two years,’ about 120; at the 
age of three years, about 135; at the 
age of four years, about 115; at the 
age of fivé years, about 80, and at the 
age of six years, about 60. These fig- 
ures go to show that hens should never 
be kept in the poultry yard more than 
four years, for after the lapse of this 
time they do not yield a proper return 
on the food they consume.

BRAIN QUALITY. 


It Is of Just as Much Importance as 
the Quantity. 


The brain of Daniel Webster weigh- 
ed fifty-six or fifty-seven ounces, that 
of Napoleon-Bonaparte about the same. 
This is about three pounds and a half. 
These were exceeded by the brain of 
Cuvier, the great French naturalist, 
which weighed between fifty-nine and 
sixty ounces, and that of the French 
surgeon Dupuytren, which weighed 
fifty-elght ounces. ~The average 
weight of the brain of man is about 
fifty ounces and of women forty- 
five ounces. The maximum weight of 
the healthy adult brain is about sixty- 
four ounces and the minimum thirty- 
one ounces. Men of great intellectual 


power have generally if. not always. 


possessed large brains.. The quality of 
the brain is, however, quite as impor- 
tant as the quantity, so that a large 
brain does not of necessity constitute 
great man. The size of the brain is 
not in proportion to the physical de- 
yelopment of the body, either in ant- 
mals or in man, The horse has a brain 
less in welght than the smallest adult 
human brain; that of a whale seyenty- 
five feet long was found to weigh not 
quite twice as much as that of a man.

made of wax because it is a material.

Meeting of County Council 
Andrew Kirk, of Hungerford, Warden 
for 1907 

The County Council met at Belleville 
on Tuesday afternoon. Tor the past ten 
years the Council has consisted of only 
14 members, but now there are 8). The 
Clerk suggested that they pick out the 
most comfortable seats, but as there are 
only 82 seats in the room they thad not 
much choice. 

The Clerk called upon the Council to 
elect a Warden, and Mr. Stanley Van- 
dervoort, of Sidney, seconded by Mr. 
James Best, of Bancroft. nominated Mr, 
Andrew Kirk, reeve of Hungerford, as 
Warden. As there were no other nom- 
inations Mr, Kirk was unanimously 
elected warden for 1907. 

fhe new Warden took the solemn 
oath of office and in a few remarks after 
taking the coveted seat, said he did not 
have time to prepare a speech. Por 
mapy years he had been a member of 
the County Council. He referred to the 
strange fact that there were just seven 
of the old members re-elected, but the 
strangest part of it all was that there 
was a representative from each of the 
seven divisions of the county. He told 
of the necessary improvemeets which 
would have to be done in the county 
gaol during the coming year. He felt 
sure the session would be a-pleasant, as 
well asa profitable one. He closed by 
stating that in Hastings county there 
were 400 miles of roads under their con- 
trol and about 75 bridges. He was 
glad to know that every corner of the 
county was represented. 

The Council adjourned until Wednes- 
day morning at ten o'clock,

A UNIFORM MILK SUPPLY. 


Great progress has been made in our 
Knowledge of the dairy cow us a milk 
producer, and in the methods that should 
be used in handling the cow, in order 
thut the greatest profit may be derived 
from her feeding and care, wriles Dr, Ei. 
B. Voorhees, The dairy cow is a 
machine, in the sense that the amount 
of milk depends very largely upon the 
amount and kind of food consumed, but 
in her care and handling regard smust be 
had to the fact that she is an animate 
machine; she possesses individuality and 
olher characteristics, which must be 
reckoned with, in addition lo her treat- 
ment as a machine, and of the many 
fucts that have been established jn re- 
ference to the successful handling of a 
dalry, no one {s more important than 
the fact that the cow must be treated so 
os lo encourage her to maintain a nor- 
mal flow of mill, that is, as much as she 
is capable of during her entire period of 
lactation. This requires constant care 
and watchfulness both of her needs, in 
reference to food, and the conditions 
which make for her comfort and health. 

With tho practice commonly adopted 
this point has not been sufficiently em- 
phasized. In other words, provision has 
not always been made to meet these re- 
quirenrents. or example, under the 
conditions “that obtain in general farm

quantity of milk, ‘The first occurs in 
spring, between winter feeding and pas- 
tute, a sort of “between times’ period, 
which is very important to provide for, 
and the other is in the fall between the 
Reyes of pastufe-and of housing in win- 
er. 

In many cases the owner does not re- 
gard it as of importance to make special 
provision for those, in a way, critical 
periods. It very offen happens that the 
two or three weeks before the usual 
time for pasture, the animals are 


INSUFFICIENTLY FED. 


The forage on hand has run low, hence 
the animals are turned upon the pas- 
{ures before they are properly matured, 
and enough food is not obtained of the 
right kind to maintain the milk. flow, and 
very often, in addition to this, the ani- 
mals are allowed to run down in flesh. 

In the fall it very often happens that 
pastures fall short, are frozen, dried out 
and poor, and yet no provision is made 
for supplementary food or extra care at 
{his period in order that the animals 


/may have a full supply of food. Besides, 


they are frequently left in the flelds on 
cold, damp frosty nights with the conse- 
quent additional reduction in the flow 
of milk. Now, when these things occur, 
‘two things happen: First, the vilality, of 
the animals is reduced; and second, and 
ag a consequence, the milk flow is not 
only reduced, but because of the loss of 
vitality, it requires ‘much more feed, 
proportionately, to bring them back to 
their normal flow than {t would haye re- 
quired to maintain them if care were 
faken {o provide supplementary food 
and to give extra care. 

‘The arguments used in support of this 
old method, if any occur to the farmer, 
are that it is a short period anyway, and 
il will make but ...tle difference if they 
are not properly cared for for a few 
days. This is false reasoning and re- 
sults in reducing the net income from 
the product of the cow without material- 
ly reducing the cost of ‘maintenance. 
Tho difficulties which seem to be in tho 
way of maintaining the, flow ‘of milk 
during these periods are not serious, 
but require mainly that foresight should 
be used. 

In the spring this “between period” 
which results in a decrease in the flow 
of milk, may*be overcome by alittle 
larger uso of fine feeds, if succulent 
foods are not available, or if roughage 
has been reduced,and the injury that 
may be caused by the use of pastures 
before they are fully matured may he 
very readily met by the use of supple- 
mentary crops, such as rye, which are 
generally ready for feeding by May 1. 
In the fall, the shortago of food for this 
period may be supplemented by @ few 
roots, by corn fodder or hy an earlier 
use of silage, together with a careful 
housing of the animals at nights as soon 
as the weather becomes raw and cold, 
allowing them to have their exercise, and 
t> secure such feeds as may be available 
during the warm part of the day. 

At the experimental farm. {he prac- 
tico does not correspond with thal gen- 
erally followed, because pastures are not 
used, but the seasons occur just the 
same, and the methods that are adop- 
ted are just as applicable as where 
animals are pastured during {he sum- 
mer, Il is largely 

A QUESTION OF MANAGEMENT, 
and it is of the very greatest importance, 
Vor exainple, in (he spring, if the silage 
has been used up before it is time to 
pasture or before green forage 1s ready, 
we usually purchase dried beet pulp,

Under these condilions we have not 
observed any falling off in-the flow of 
milk, and tho extra cost of food and 
care is very small. When the time for 
pasturing has arrived, which is usually 
about May 1, a sudden change Trom the 
barn to the pasture will frequently re- 
sull in loss, because, while the pastures 
may uppear to be abundant, the food is 
insufficient because of the immaturily of 
the grasses lo supply the nor- 
mal needs, Hence, in {hat case a 
larger proportion of dry feeds are used, 
or the pastures are supplemented by at 
ee + of green rye. Green rye 1S Usual- 
bet ap aie 1, and when cul at the 
proper time, is one of the most useful 
of spring forage crops. We begin with 
a relatively small quantity, fecding at 
flest at the rate of 15 pounds al morn- 
jing and night feedings, gradually in- 
reasingg the amount as the animals ad- 
just themselves to the ration.

"WHOLE FAMILY FROZEN. 


Were Unable to 
Protect Themselves From the Cold. 


A despatch from Calgary, Alberta, 


says: Their frozen bodies lying in their 
house within a stone’s throw of the fash- 
ionable residential quarter of this city 
was the gruesome discovery made by 
the police on Saturday. John Ferdin- 
and, proprietor, his wife, and a new 
born thild are dead, and the other chil- 
dren, aged two and four years, are in 
the hospital here so severely frozen that 
{hey cannot recover. 

None of the family had been seen for 
a week, and neighbors enquiring into the 
circumstances, finding the house su- 
spiciously silent, notified the police, who 
broke into the premises and were con- 
fronted with the sight of Mrs. Ferdin- 
and’s body, partly dressed, lying dead 
on the kitchen floor. 

Further search revealed Ferdinand 
also dead in bed with his two-year-old 
son alive, but unconscious; his arm 
around his dead parent's neck, The 
boy was barely alive, but his legs were 
frozen to the waist. A new-born baby 
also dead was lying on the bed, while 
in a nearby cot the four-year-old son 
was almost dead, his feet, legs, and 
bands being horribly frozen. No hopes 
are entertained for the recovery of the 
{two children, 

The whole tragedy is still shrouded 
in mystery, but it appears to be first 
e case of partial asphyxiation by gas, 
followed by death due to the intense 
cold experienced in this section during 
the past fortnight. 

Mrs. Ferdinand had partly robed her- 
self and evidently attempted to light 
the kitchen fire when the fumes from 
the coal flre overcome her.

Like many of the other heroes of the 
nursery tales, Bluebeard once lived in 
the flesh and blood, If the old chron 
icler Flolinshed, from Whom Shake- 
speare got so much of his material, 1s 
to be believed. According to that writ- 
er, the original Biuebeard was Giles de 
Retz or de Raiz, marquis of Layal, 


It js believed by many that Venice

she gradually will disappear beneath 
the waters of the great lagoon from 
whieh ber palace erowned Islands 
arise, Other cities have gone that 
way before her, and ships now sail 


over spots which were once teeming 
with a populous life. 

At the entrance to the harbor of Iing- 
ston, Jainaica, the original city of Port 
Ttoyal lies fathoms deep beneath the 
blue and sunlit waters of the Carib- 
‘bean sea. A narrow strip of land, on 
which are a small settlement and a 
fort, is all that Is left of what was 
once the richest and wickedest town in 
the West Indies, It was the resort of 
pirates, who rested there from their 
depredations and made the city bid- 
eous with their revelry, But these pl- 
rates brought grent stores of their loot to 
the city, and Its commerce grew and 
flourished, Palaces and churches were 
built, o pirate often striving by a rich 
endowment of a chureh to square his 
accounts with heaven. 

Throughout the greater part of the 
geyenteenth century no town in the 
western world was so magnificent as 
to its buildings or so luxurious as to its 
habits as Port Royal. Then one day in 
1692 the anger of the Lord shook the 
{sland of Jamaica, and the greater part 
of Port Royal sank beneath the sea, 
earrying with it hundreds of its In- 
habitants. Towers, churches, palaces 
and forts went down, many of them 
not tumbling in ruins by the shock, 
but sinking bodily beneath the waves. 

On a bright day, sailing over the 

spot where Port Royal once stood, one 
can look far down through the clear 
water and see the remains of the city 
still standing there on the ocean bot- 
tom, with fishes swimming about 
among its towers and great tropical 
seaweeds waving from its sunken 
walls. 
The negroes of Jamaica—and some 
nvhite people, too—will tell you that be- 
fore a storm the sunken bell of the 
great cathedral which went down with 
the city on that awful day in 1692 can 
be heard distinctly tolling below the 
waves, Tung as a warning by the 
ghostly hands of the spirits of depart- 
ed buccaneers which haunt the subma- 
rine city. People who do not belleve in 
ghosts, but think they havo heard the 
tolling of the bell, say the explanation 
is that when the city sunk the great 
bell of the cathedral was not thrown 
from its place, but still hangs as it 
originally did. The coming storm be- 
fore it reaches Jamaica stirs up the 
syaters of the Caribbean and sends in 
upon the shore deep wayes, which roll 
through the sunken city and set the 
bell a-tolling. 

Anotlfer sunken city of renown is 
Baiae, that splendid resort on the Ital- 
jan coast where Nero and Caligula 
“reyeled and drank deep.” A strag- 
gling village and heaps of marble ruins 
still stand upon the shore and bear the 
name of Baiae, but the greater part of 
the city lies beneath the waters of the 
Mediterranean, and tourists from Na-

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DECLINE OF THE FARME 


VAST CIIANGE EN CONDITIONS IN 
ENGLAND. 


Economic Pressure Squcezes Out the 


Farmer—Decrease of Land 


Under Cultivation. 


Tho great change which goes on year 
by year in the agricultural conditions of 
England is emphasized by the Acreage 
and Live Stock Returns for 1906. 5 

The most striking feature to which the 
returns point is growth of the cities and 
towns of Great Britain. To quote the 
words of Mr. R. H. Rew, who is respon- 
sible for the report: ‘“\Without attempt- 
ing to press the absolute figures too 
closely there is little fear of exaggera- 
lion in the statement that something like 
half a million acres in Great Britain have 
been diverted during the past fifteen 
years from agricultural to residential 
and industrial use.” 


Another notable fact is the decrease 


in the area of land under cultivation.| ¢.mes in 100 pound 
It fell in 1906 by 20,000 acres, “in con-| anq peady for use.

annually recorded for the past fifteen 
years,” 

FEWER HORSES. 
This decrease is largely due to the 


elimination of the yeoman farmer, who 
is gradually being squeezed out by the 
economic pressure. When by foreclo- 
sure of the mortgage or otherwise he 
disappears, his holding usually passes 
to an owner, who lets it, and thus trans- 
fers it to the calegory of land occupied 
by tenants, - 

With regard to live stock there is a 
decrease for the year in the number of 
horses and pigs and an increase in the 
number of callle and sheep. The de- 
crease in the number of horses is not 
appreciable, as 1905 was a record year. 

PIGGY'S PLIGHT. 

There ig a decrease in the number of 
unbroken horses, and Mr. Rew says :— 
“I the reduction in the number of young 
stock in 1906 is fo be regarded as signi- 
ficant, it may perhaps indicate that a 
limit has been reached, and that the 
development of mechanical means of 
road locomotion is beginning to». check

TWO ODD FARMS. 


Snapping Turtles and Peart Oysters are 


Raised in Japnn, 

One of the oddest farms in the world 
is fo be seen in Japan—a farm frory 
Which a crop of tens of thousands of 
napping turtles is shipped every year. 
It is tho property of a Mr. Hattor!, say 
Professor Mitsukuri in the Nallonal Geo 
graphic Magazine, and has solved the 
problem of preserving the supply of 
what is to the Japanese as great a deli 
cacy as the diamond-back terrapin is to 


some, 

rhe farm consists chiefly of a number 
of ponds, Some of thern are set apart as 
breeding ponds. Once a day a man ffoes 
over the shores and with little wire bas 
kels covers up all new egg deposits. 
Sometimes thousands of these wire bas 


| ; 
kels are in sight at a time, marking the 


place where the eggs Mo and preventing 
the turtles {rom scratching ‘the earth 
from them. 

Hatching requires from forty to sixty 
days, «according to the weather. The 
young, OS soon as they appear, are put 
in separate small ponds, and are fed 
with finely chopped fish. They eat this’ 
during September and October, and late 
in October burrow in the mud for the 
winter, coming out in April or May. 

Most of them are sold in the market 
when they are from three to five years 
old, at which time they are most dell- 
cate. 

Japan also contains a unique fishery 
in a pearl-oyster farm. In the Bay of 
Ago a Japanese has established a plan- 
tation from which he is reaping a har- 
vest of jewels. 

In May or June stones weighing six to 
eight pounds are sunk in shallow water, 
and in August the tiny shells begin to 
apear on them. Here the stones remain 
for two months, but the young oysters 
cannot stand cold.. In November, there 
fore, all rocks in less than five fect of 
water are moved farther out, where the 
temperature 1s more even. At the end 
of three years, when the shells are about 
{wo Inches across, they are taken from 
{he water, nuclel for pearls are inserted 
in. them, and they are put back again, 
thirty of them to every six feet square 
of bottom. 

They are left there four years. Then, 
being seven and a half years old, they 
aye removed and searched for pearls. 

The harvest of artificial or “culture” 
pearls is very large, but unfortunately 
these are only liltle more than half- 
pearls, for allhough large, lustrous and 
of fine quality, they are flat on one side. 
This the farmer hopes to remedy in 
time; but the market for half-pearls is 
always very large. 

He has an additional source of income 
in the natural pearls which his oysters 
produce, for there is not lacking among 
them the usual proportion of perfect 
gems to be found among oysters of this

FENCING OUT RATTLERS. 


A Precaution of Animals That Man 


Uses to Advantage. 

Did you ever hear of a rattlesnake 
fence—not one made of rattlesnakes, 
of course not, but one made of prickly 
thorns to protect one from the rattlers 
and keep them away? ‘That Is what 
the Arizona campers build, and the 
only way to keep these deadly poison- 
ers away is by building one of thése 
fences of oktea, a shrub covered with 
thorns which grows on the desert. 

As the tents have no doors and are 
not set much eaboye the ground, it 
would appear easy for Mr. Rattler to 
effect an entrance. Imagine the sensi- 
tlon of crawling into bed some cold 
night to strike against the clammy 
skin of a snake, and this is just where 
Mr. Snake likes to snuggle, In among 
the warm blankets. 

To avoid this men who work In the 
mines have found that a snake will 
not go near this oktea, and they haye 
built closely knit fences around their 
tents, with little gates to go in and 
out, and beyond this the rattler will 
not penetrate. It was first the In- 
dians of the desert who discoyered this 
deadly shrub, and they got the secret 
from birds and animals, which, to pro- 
tect their young, travel sometimes 
many miles back and forth, bringing 
the thorns with which to cover their 
little nests. Gophers and other small 
animals there cover their nests in this 
manner. 

It is strange that in that country, so 
dry and forbidding, many things grow 
in exuberance, and especially noticea-

breeches, Dress boots often end in an 
ornamental bo with drawstring 
The boots are of 
reindeer skin, with white sealskin 
soles for winter and dry weather, but 
In summer waterproof boots of white 
whaleskin are worn. Overshoes of the 
same material, reaching just above the 
ankles, are sometimes worn over the 
winter boots. 

The women wear tight fitting deer- 
skin pantaloons, with the hair next the 
skin, and outside of these a similar 
pair made of the skins from deer legs, 
with the hair out, and haying soles of 
sealskin, but no ankle strings. The 
women’s pantaloous, like those of the 
men, are fastened with a girdle just 
above the hips. It appears that they 
do not stay up very well, as the wo- 
men are continually hitching them up 
and tightening their girdles, like some 
old sallor. 

Until they reach manhood the boys 
wear pantaloons like the women, but 
their jackets are cut just like those of 
the men. 

The well todo Eskimos generally own 
several complete suits of clothes and 
present a neat appearance when not 
engaged in dirty work. The poorer 
classes wear one suit for all occasions 
until !t becomes shabby. New clothes 
are seldom put on till winter. The 
outer frock is not often worn In the 
izlu, or hut home, being usually taken 
off before entering the room. 

At present there is no such thing as 
an Eskimo tailor, for the women of 
each Eskimo household usually make 
the garments of all the members of the 
family. Not only this, but the Eskimos 
are extremely conservative In the mat- 
tor of changes In the style of their ral- 
ment and respond very slowly to the 
modernizing influences In this particu- 
lar which have reached their nelghbor-
